"We do not believe that compul- 


sory conscription is necessary to es- 
tablish the trained man power for 
defense," the statement continued. 
"We believe that such defense can 
be built in accord with the tradi- 
tional American policy of voluntary 
enlistment during peace times.

Washington-CIV-Shortly after President Roosevelt declared that a sys- 


tem of selective training was "essential to adequate national defense." tne 
senate military committee rejected today a proposal to limit compulsory 
Service at this time to 900.000 men. 


The committee voted down, 7 to 2, an amendment to the Burke-Wads- 


worth bill, offered by Senator Lee (D-Okla.), which would have limited 
the number of men to be drafted between Oct 1 and April 1, 1941 to 400.- 
000 and between April 1 and Oct. 1.1941, to 500.000. 


This action and rejection of an amendment by Lee for a 90-day period 


of voluntary enlistments seemed to have cleared the way for a final com- j ~~en~er^]~y as "refugees."

Washington—It looks as if certain big busi- 


ness groifps were using the national defense 
program as an excuse to get out from under 
some of the legal difficulties with the Justice 
department. 


At any rate, the National Defense Advisory 


commission has suddenly stepped in to advise 
the anti-trust division of the Justice depart- 
ment to be more sympathetic toward the big 
oil companies which now face their biggest 
anti-trust battle in years. 


Assistant Attorney General Thurman Arnold 


has been preparing the suit in order to force 
the big oil companies to separate the produc- 
tion and refining of oil from the selling of oil. 
He claims to have 
evidence showing that 


through this "monopolistic" control, the public 
is being overcharged $150,000,000 a year on high- 
test gasoline alone. 


Arnold was all set to file the suit last week— 


when the National Defense commission stepped 
in. While it didn't demand that the action be 
dropped, it argued very forcefully that such a 
suit would be a disruptive factor at a time when 
the government is trying to get industry to 
make heavy capital outlays for defense pur- 
poses. 


Taking an active part in this behind the 


scenes was Blackwell Smith, youthful acting 
general counsel of the defense commission and 
one-time general counsel of the NRA. Smith 
was a militant foe of anti-monopoly laws while 
working under the Blue Eagle, and even more 
so during subsequent years as a New York cor- 
poration lawyer.

Following recent Merry-Go-Round disclosures 


on tin, it can now be stated that plans are afoot 
to set up a government corporation under the 
RFC to buy tin ore direct from Bolivia for 
smelting in the United States. 


This was necessary to give the Bolivians as- 


surance of a permanent agency to take their 
ore. They would be reluctant to abandon their 
former market in England for a market in this 
country that might wash out at the end of the 
war. 


The Bolivian government will be asked to buy 


all the tin produced by its, private mines, thus 
establishing a complete government monopoly 
over sale of the ore. This is necessary to give 
the United States assurance of a steady flow 
of tin from Bolivia. 


With these two assurances, it will be eco- 


nomically feasible to establish smelting plants 
in this country, thus put an end to the anomaly 
of having the world's largest tin user dependent 
upon foreign countries to haul tin ore across 
the ocean, smelt it in Liverpool, and haul it 
back again.

Now came 
the crucial play of the hand, and 
the one which, I fear, would be 
muffed by the great majority of 
players. South deliberately rufTed 
his goot club queen, then reduced 
himself to the ace-king of trumps 
by ruffing a fourth heart. He cashed 
the ace and king of spades, then fi- 
nessed the diamond queen thru 
West.

For a bit of springtime landscape 


in early fall, plant Colchicum. It 
is probable that when you go to 
buy them under' this name, they 
may not be obtainable, since most 
dealers, other than the specialists, 
prefer to call these plants meadow 
saffron. You might find them in- 
correctly 
called 
autumn 
crocus, 


fcince they bear a striking resem- 
blance to the crocus of spring. Inci- 
dentally, the crocus is not in the 
same family v/ith the saffrons de- 
spite the connection in the minds of 
gardeners. 


Meadow saffron should be plant- 


ed at least two inches under the 
soil, the corms resting on a cushion 
of sand. Rapid planting is accomp- 
lished by pushing a dibber into the 
soil 
to a dcptli 
of four or five 


inches, rounding out a cone shaped 
depression. Place a small quantity 
of sand in this depression and on 
top of it, rest the, meadow saffron 
corm. which you may prefer to call 
a bulb. Then fill up the depression 
with good garden loam free of man- 
ure. Small quantities of complete 
fertilizer may be scattered on the 
loose top soil and raked in. 


Several weeks after the corm; 


have been planted, spindly .stems 
wilt emerge from the soil. These 
will be topped with beautiful flow- 
ers. No foliage whatever will ap- 
pear this fall. Next spring, however, 
a sizeable amount of leaves will 
develop. They will die before hot 
summer weather arrives. Towards 
the end of Augvi.st the spindly items 
will again emerge, and will again 
be topped with flowers. Peculiarly. 
Colchicum da not bear foliage and 
flowers at one and the same time.

Italian -cheese were made in Wis- 
consin factories in 1939, which is 
about 28 per cent more Italian 
cheese than was produced in thu 
state in 1938. The 1938 production 
was over seven million pounds. 


The production of Italian cheese 


has increased greatly during. tha 
past decade. In 1930 only one mil- 
lion pounds were made in the state, 
according to the annual reports 
made by the Wisconsin dairy plants. 


When the first reports were made 


in 1921, Wisconsin's output was less 
than a half a million pounds. Since 
1930. figures of Italian cheese pro- 
duction show an increased produc- 
tion for most of the years up to the 
present. 


Wisconsin's Italian cheese produc- 


tion now exceeds that of Limburger 
and Munster. As with the produc- 
tion of other kinds of cheese, the 
state's output of Italian cheese is 
much larger than reports show for 
any other state.

is in the form of feather picking, 
according to a bulletixyrecelved by 
County Agent J. F. Magnus from 
the state department of agriculture.

sponsible for cannibalism. First, 
turkeys form the habit of wiping 
their beaks on the feathers of other 
birds if a mash is fed that is sticky 
and clings to the beaks. Later, they 
pick these particles from the feath- 
ers and this leads to feather pick- 
ing.

in the war in Europe. Not to speak 
of what they have done for ^p-called 
"parachute troops." we may-think 
of the hundreds of aviators who 
have been saved by them. With a 
plane burning, or in some other way 
made unfit for flying, the pilot and 
anyone else aboard may leap out 
and reach the ground safely. 


Parachutes differ in size, so we 


cannot give figures which will fit 
all of them. Recently a standard 


He hong below the burning plane. 
British parachute was described as 
having "65 square yards of finest 
silk," and as measuring 24 
feet 


across. The cost was given as about 
$200 for each parachute. 


During lighting over Holland, an 


R.A.F. Blenheim attacked a German 
bomber. Shots from the Blenheim 
set one of the enemy motors to 
smoking, but the bomber had not 
fallen when the gunner shouted to 
the pilot: 


"A Messerschmitt is on our tail!" 
Bullets of a kind which could

The cabin was struck, 
and one bullet grazed the sleeve of 
a sergeant who was acting as an 
observer in the plane. 


In a moment the airplane was 


burning, and it was clear that the 
only thing to do was to bail out. 
Opening the hatch, the sergeant slid 
through the opening, falling back- 
ward. . 


At this point, the 
parachute 


caught on one side of the hatch! The 
sergeant found himself hanging in 
the air, head downward: 


What a thing to happen! Upside 


down beneath a blazing plane: 


The pilot saw the trouble, and 


with a kick of his foot, freed the 
parachute from the place it had 
caught. Down went the sergeant. 
His parachute opened when he was 
only 3Q or 40 feet above the ground. 
the sergeant was taken to a hospital 
to be treated for a burn on one of 
his hands and a slight wound on 
his head. At the hospital he told the 
story of his adventure.
